Springfield, In., May 16.—[{Special.}]—There 
is to be another.“ hangover ” session of the 
Illinois legislature, to be bed the second 
Tuesday in October, 

The present “hangover” will resolve to- 
morrow to take five months more time for 
the consideration of the deep waterway 
Project, and will come back along about 
state fair time to see if it can have any more 
success in shaking the Economy Light and 
Power company of Joliet off of the water 
power developed by the sanitary canal. 

Unconditional surrender was the ultima- 
tum demanded by the Chicago financiers 
back of the Economy Light and Power con- 
cern. They insisted that they be given per- 
petual rights on the sanitary district switch- 
board, and refused to consider per compro- 
mise. 

The sanitary district trustees were unwill- 
ing to give the Joliet concern perpetual rights 
to the water power developed by the canal, 


and the legislature refused to be unkind to i 


the company. 
Agree to Forget It. 

There was much argument and many con- 
ferences, but the company stuck, and the 
disturbed legislature finally reached an 
agreement to forget it for five months, and 
to try again in October. 

To this plan the sanitary district trustees 
have agreed. Congressman William Lori- 
mer and other original exponents of the 
lakes to the gulf scheme who have been in 
Springfield during the day also have agreed. 
The Economy concern has been glad to 
agree. 

Until Oct. 8 the 6 will 8 ma 
state of recess.

Following a general conference in the 
morning; a second attempt was made in the 
aftefnoon in Gov. Deneen's office. Senator 
Barr was called in and shown an amendment 
to the bill, in which the sanitary district 
agreed ta put the Eeonomy people on the 
switchboard for a specified horse power per 
annum for a term of years, to be determined 
by a board of three engineers to be appointed 
by the governor, 

The term of years was to be decided on by 
the engineers as an equivalent of the rights 
which the company ght have, and was te 
be accepted as such. Senator Barr refused. 


He was asked what he wanted, and said 


that he, wanted perpetual rights for, the 
Eoonomy Light and Power company. 

After this attempt had fizzled out the two 
committees having control of the bill met 
m the hall of representatives with Repre- 
sentative Smejkal of the house committees 
presiding and Senator Clark of the senate 
committee at the desk with him. Arguments 
for the bill were presented by Mr. McCor- 
mick and Chief Engineer Isham Randolph, 
after which Congressmen Lorimer and 
Rainey explained the absolute necessity of 
action if. any hopes were to be entertained 
of federal appropriations. 


Joliet People Are Heard, 

The Joliet opponents of the measure then 
had their turn at it and they professed their 
entire acoogd with the deep waterway project, 
but expressed many fears that the safety 
of Joliet would not be looked to. Repre- 
sentative David Shanahan endeavored to pin 
them down to specific objections and final- 
ly it was said that if the sanitary district 
would follow the report of the internal im- 
provement commission and would provide a 
minimum of 860 feet and a maximum of 440 
for the ditch through Joliet, they would not 
object. 

A faint word or two was said about the 
Teonomy Light and Power company, but 
the soft pedal was used on the principal ob- 
stacle to the proposition. 

After the arguments for and against the 
bill had been heard Senator Berry brought 
up the suggestion for a second hang over 
session. It was supported by other legisla- 
tors, agreed to by Mr. McCormick, praised 
by Congressman Lorimer, and in general was 
received with much acclaim. 

The committee meeting ended with a gen- 
eral understanding that such a scheme would 
be put through. The house and senate steer- 
ing committees met and agreed to it. Speaker 
Shurtleff prepared to go home. The states- 
men bought their sleeping car tickets. A 
meeting of the senate was held to indorse 
this scheme, and for the first time since it 
had been mentioned it ran into trouble. 

From now on until the legislature meets 
again Gov. Deneen and members of the san- 
itary district and other advocates of the deep 
waterway will campaign in behalf of the 
measure. 

Forgan Explains It. 

Additional light on the interest which 
the Chicago financiers, including John J. 


Mitchell and Samuel Insull of the Chicago 


Edison company, have in the bill was shed 
by a statement of President Forgan of the 
Commercial club. 

The Chicago men have been trying inevery 
way to pull Mr. Forgan and other backers 
of the measure away from it. In Mr. For- 
gan's statement he said he had been told by 
representatives of the money interests in- 
volved in the Economy Light and Power 
company that a $2,000,000 issue of bonds 
would find no market if the bill were passed. 

Gov. Deneen sent to the senate tonight his 
veto of senate bill 428, exempting property of 
fraternal benefit associations from taxation 
on the ground that it was unconstitational.

The visitors found the mayor had some ideas 
of his own on the matter, and was not afraid 
to expreas them. In some things they agreed 
fairly well, except as to methods In others 
there was a wide variance. 

‘The mayor lad down the rule that any- 
thing which he or the police férce could 
do to protect young boys and girls would 
be done, but no attempt would be made to 
exercise a protectorate over adults. If they 
did not have sense enough to take care of 
themselves it was not the business of the 
city of Chicago to try to do it for them. 
The city would make a bungle of the job 
if it tried. 

Levee Police to Be Transferred. 

n feature of the meeting came the an- 
nouncement that the Twenty-sécond street 
police station is to be cleaned out from top 
to bottom very policeman in it, from 
Capt. Harding down to the humblest patrol- 
man, is to be transferred. This was not 
a result of the conference, but already had 
been determined on, and the mayor simply 
told his visitors of it for their thformation. 
The decision grew out of the many charges 
that the police at that station were pro- 
tecting vice for money considerations. 

When the Sunday closing question came 
up the mayor spoke out in meeting. He not 
only said he would no? close the saloons 
on Sunday but found fault with the advo- 
cates of such a course for being unwilling 
to meet the question fairly. 


‘Represent Law and Order League. 

The delegation which called on the mayor 
was composed of Arthur Burrage Farwell, 
the Rev. Ernest A. Bell of the Midnight mis- 
sion, Mise Lucy A. Hall, who isa deaconess in 
the Methodist church; and Porter Fitzgerald. 
Mr. Fitzgerald explained that they repre- 
sented the Law and Order league, and then 
Miss Hall asked the mnyor to keep messenger 
2 . : Ne 
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“Were 1 to ask the telegraph company or 
the department stores to do such a thing,” re- 
plied the mayor, they would promptly tell 
me to mind my own business. I have no juris- 
diction over them. and if you think they can 
be influenced, why do you not go and talk to 
them and not to me? Iam, however, in favor 
of keeping all youngsters out of such places, 
and I will tell you what I will do. 

“I will order Chief Shippy to detail six po- 
licemen, any six whom you may select, who 
will watch violators of this rule and keep out 
of them any boys who are there except as 
messengers night or day. These policemen 
will have instructions ta report toyou. Any 
violator of this rule will be put out of busi- 
ness at ono. 

“White Slave Traffic.” 

Mr. Farwell here spoke of the alleged traffic 
in “ white slaves.“ He said that young girls 
were being reoruited all over this and other 
countries, and demanded that it be stopped. 
The mayor replied: 

“TI do not know how many of these stories 
are true and how many exaggerated. I will 
say I am as much in favor g you are of pre- 


- venting the practice 60 far as it exists. I 


have had a talk with Chief Shippy on the 
matter and he has made a suggestion which 
is now being considered. 

It is that the police of the Twenty-second 
street district compel residents of the re- 
giom to report et once any girl they admit. 
Then the police will question her to find out 
whether she is of age, where she came from, 
under what circumstances, and whether she 
knows what she is doing. In this way any 
“ white slave’ traffic could be stopped. The 
only question is whether it would not be con- 
strued as legalizing the business.“ 


Liquor and Music to Continue. 

“Will you not issue an order that all red 
lights, music, and the sale of liquor be abol- 
ished in these disorderly houses?” asked Mr. 
Farwell. 

“No,” replied the mayor. 

“A galoonkeeper has told me that if the 
sale of liquor was stopped in these places 
most of the evil would be done away with,“ 
said Mr. Farwell. 

“ Surely,’’ said the mayor. He wants to 
sell all the liquor himself. There are cases 
where it might be better to allow an unlucky 
woman to sell a few bottles of beer than a 
keeper of a disreputable saloon who is husky 
enough to go out and earn a Hving with a 
shovel and a pickax.”’

Boise, Idaho, May 15.—[Special.]—The work 
of selecting the Haywood jury progressed 
today into the peremptory challenge stage, 
and the prosecution used the first one, ex- 
cusing William Van Orsdale, the Boise gro- 
cer, who had been passed for cause by both 
sides for the second place in the box. 

The morning session brought a hard blow 
to the defense through the loss on their own 
examination of a juror who would have made 
conviction impossible and saved the case 
for Haywood. This was Samuel Wingate, 
who.had been provisionally accepted by the 
state for the eleventh place. 
ination by Mr. Richardson, Wingate dis- 
closed the fatal defect in his qualification, a 
fixed and stubbdérn opinion that Harry Or- 
chard, on whose confession the arrest of 
Moser, Haywood, and Pettibone was based, 
was not to be believed under oath. 

Mr. Richardson began his examination of 
Wingate by amplifying the line of queation- 
ing that has been followed by the defense 
heretofore, referring to the Cceur d'Alene 
trouble of 1899 and asking whether Wingate 
had given any attention to that matter and 
whether he formed any opinion as to which 
side was in the right, the state or the West- 
ern Federation of Miners. 

Defense Goes on False Trail. 

Wingate said that he had reached no set- 
tied conclusions about it, but had approved 
the action of Gov. Steunenberg, who was 
“trying to protect the people.” This an- 
swer seemed to decide Richardson that Win- 
gate was not the sort of juror the defense 
wanted. Then he asked whether Wingate 
had formed any opinion as between the 
miners’ federation and the mine owners’ 
association. Wingate said No,“ and Rich- 
ardson asked about the credence he would 
give to the testimony of detectives. That was 
the first mention that had been made of such 
testimony. Wingate replied that he didn't 
take stock in such reports.” 

Mr. Richardson then took up the alleged 
confession of Harry Orchard and asked if 
Wingate had read about it. The talesman 
said he had, and Richardson wanted to know 
if it had led him to form any opinion as to 

the gullt or innocence of the three defend- 
ants or as to Orchard. No,“ said Wingate, 
“not as to the defendants or as to Orchard’s 
guilt, but as to him.“ There was nothing to 
show what sort of opinion this was, and 
Richardson went on to develop it. He want- 
ed to know about it, and soon brought out 
the statement from Wingate that he was 

“prejudiced against that witness.” 

Immediately Richardson put on the back 
pedal, but it was too late. 


Tries Too Late to Back Pedal. 


Then he shifted the line of his examination 
a little and asked if Wingate would be will- 
ing to accept Haywood for a juror if their 
situation were reversed, but Wingate, having 
started out to express himself about Orchard, 
was not to be deflected. “ I would,” he said, 
“with the mind I’ve got about Orchard.“ 

“Could yaqu take the testimony from the 
witnesses and the law from the court,” asked 
Richardson, ignoring the reply, and base 
your verdict solely on that?” 

“TI could if I didn’t have to take the word 
of that witness,’ said Wingate. 

Mr. Richardson then changed the line of 
examination entirely, and went on with the 
usual questions about democrats and social- 
ists, Taft's speech, and the Roosevelt let- 
ter for a quarter of an hour. But when he 
concluded and passed for cause, Senator 
Borah asked permission to reopen the state’s 
examination of Wingate, and at once brought 
out éven more strongly than before the preju- 
dice Wingate had against Orchard. Then 
Senator Borah challenged for actual bias. 
Richardson and Darrow at once resisted, but 
Judge Wood allowed the challenge.

NAW YORK DAZES KUROKL 


JAPANESE GENERAL ADMITS THE 
SIGHT AMAZES HIM. 


Hero of the Yalu Battle ‘Sees the Big 
Town First Time from Jersey City 
—AlIl His Companions Stand and 
Gase with Astonishment at the 
High Buildings—Says He Hopes 
His Country and the United States 
Will Always Be Friends. 


— 


New York, May 18.—I[ Special. }—Thrilled by 
the view: which stretehed before him along 
the Hudson, Gen. Baron Kuroki of Japan 
stood at one of the thresholds of New York 


Under exam- (this afternoon and gazed in silence while his 


eyes opened wide in wondrous delight. 

For once the distinguished fighting men of 
the mikado’s army who accompany the hero 
of Yalu to this country as representatives of 
the Japanese government to the Jamestown 
exposition did not present eyes front tu 
their commander. They, too, were spell- 
bound. 

Spokesmen for the grizzled Japanese! war- 
rior sald later that it must be understood he 
was “out in the world for the first time. 
After forty years of carving out with a sword 
the Japanese empire he has been granted a 
space of ume to look upon the conquests of 


peace, 
“J cannot understand them. Everything 
ig astounding,” he said to his interpreter. 


Welcome in Native Tongue. 

Gen. Kuroki gauged the skyscrapers by his 
standards of embattlements. Never before 
had he seen the skyline broken at such 
a height by structures of masonry. Yet in 
this land of mysteries to him he heard a 
shout of welcome in his mother tongue. 
Japan's sons had gone before. His enormous 
head was thrown back wita a gesture of 
unrestrained pride and he swung forward to 
the deck of a ferryboat, eager to set foot 
on this interesting shore. 

Although Gen. Kuroki came to the occi- 
dent to play, he is unable to repress the tre- 
mendous energy which characterizes him in 
his work afield. - His special train from Old 
Point Comfort was ahead of time. He al- 
mast stole a march on the reception commit- 
tee which was to tender to him the combina- 
tion of the safe of the whole of Manhattan 
and all the hospitality that lieg therein. 

The special train arrived in Jersey City 
shortly before 1 p. m., nearly an hour ahead 
of schedule time, but Dr. Takhamin!i, who is 
chairman of the committee of New York’s 
Japanese who are looking after the enter- 
tainment of the visitors, knew of Gen. Ku- 
roki’s surprise tactics. 

A big delegation of Japanese business men 
were awaiting the first glimpse of their hero 
countryman. 


Admits He Is Amazed. 

Alone of his party, Gen. Kuroki did not 
wear a frock coat and topper. In the matter 
of dress he was the least distinguished of 
the visitors. On his way across the river he 
said through his interpreter, for he knows 
scarcely a word of English: 

Jam amazed at the magnitude of New 
York, and I am delighted by the greetings 
which I have received. I hope my visit to 
this country will do much to cement the 
strong friendship which I know existe al- 
ready between the United States and Japan. 
I like the American people because they are 
hustlers, like my own.” 

At Twenty-third street Gen. Kuroki was 
met by a big crowd, and banzais ’’ and hip. 
hip, hurrahs ” mingled in a cross fire of en- 
thusiastic greeting. Carriages were awaiting 
the party, and with mounted policemen in the 
van the cortege set forth on the double quick 
for the city hall where Gen. Kuroki paid his 
respects to the mayor. After that he wae 
driven to the hotel Astor. Tonight, at Sherrys, 
the Japanese gave the general and his party 
a big reception. - ,

NEW YORK ASSEMBLY PASSES 
PUBLIC UTILITY BILL. 
Lower House of the Legisiature Does 

Not Recerd a Single Dissenting 
Vote Against the Measure Which 
Places the Regulation of All Com- 
panies in the State in the Hands 
of a Commission—Mayor McClellan 

May Not Sign the Act. 


Albany, N. T., May 15.—[{Special.}—With 


assembly today passed Asdemblyman Mer- 
ritt’s public utilities commission bill. The 
fact that not a vote was recorded against the 
bill is considered remarkable. 

The passage of the bill-is regarded as a 
personal victory for Gov. Hughes. cre- 
ates a public service commission which is to 
have charge of all public service corpora- 
tions except telephones, including all rail- 
road, express, gas, and electric companies 
and pipe Hnes. 

The commisgion will have power to regulate 
the issue of stocks and bonds. It can com- 
pel better service and exercise a general 
supervision.

Under the law the state is to be divided | 


into two districts, Greater New York com- 
prising one district and the balance of the 
state the other. 

The bill probably will be reported by the 
senate judiciary committee tomorrow. It 
will be amended by that committee, however. 
One amendment, and the only important one 
tRat will be made, will be to afford relief to 
trolley roads that contgacted for extensions 
before the public utilifles conimission’s bill 
was drawn. 


McClellan May Veto It. 


The bill will be referred to the senate finance 
committee after it has been reported by the 
senate judiciary committee. he intention 
is to pass it either next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. The bill will have to be sent to Mayor 
McClellan. Assemblyman Cuvillier, who 
poses as Mayor McClellan's spokeaman in the 
lower house. announces the mayor will veto 
that part of the bill which applies only to 
New York City. It is claimed he has the 
power. ‘

When everything is over, take me to 
Graceland, without display. For all things, 
though, do net permit Lo see me again. 
[The police believe that he referred to his 
wife.) For your trouble permit yourself to 
be paid from our cash drawer. With good 
wishes to all, especially to you, my dear 
friend, and your wife and friends and to my 
loving son, and with loving thoughts,

SHOT IN FIGHT TO STAY

Boy Objects to Leaving One at Hoyne 
and Armitage Avenues—Watchman 
Fires, in Self-Defense, It Is Said.

Not Worthy of Faith. . 

“For many years I have theught that per- 
sons to whom you had given your Confidence 
and who had surrounded you and taken com- 
plete charge of your affairs were not deserv- 
ing of ‘such faith as you appeared to have in 
them and euch power as they assumed in your 
name.“ 

The letter then refers to difficulties that 
Mr. Glover says he and his daughter Mary 
had experienced in trying to visit his mother 
in Concord as far back as 1908, and, coming 
down to the present year, says: 

On Jan. 2 Mary and I went to Concord 
and had an interview with you, and the pain- 
ful doubts which had been excited in my 
mind were not ovecome by that interview. 


Her Strange Actions. 

Various notions of yours seemed strange 
to me—especially when. you said that you

Yucatan Bankers and Planters Despond- 
ent Over Crop Losses Commit Suicide

MERIDA, Yucatan, May 16.—The unpreo- 
edented drought which has parched this dis- 
trict, entailing enormous losses in all 
branches of business and agriculture, is held 
responsible for a wave of suicides among the 
wealthy classes. In three weeks seven plant- 
ers and bankers have killed themselves, Lo- 
renzo Ricalda, a millionaire planter, shot him- 
self through the heart; Juan Maldonado, a 
commission merchant, killed himself, letting 
himself down into a well and theré blowing 
hig brains out; Ramon Molina, a merchant 
and landowner, killed himself in his home 
early this morning by swallowing a great 
quantity of mixed poisons.

Dr. Marchet, minister of public in- 
struction, who was defeated by a socialist, 
hag resigned. Dr. Forst, minister of com- 
merce, and Dr. Derschatta von Standhalt, 
minister of railways, must reballot with 
socialists. 

The prime minister has decined to accept 
Dr. Marchet’s resignation, but there is little 
doubt the ministry will be reformed.

It 1 long deen the cheerful 
of native Americans that the Black Hand 
society was the invention of some joker 
with a defective sense of. humor. It has 
been proved in Luzerne county, Pa., that 
the Black Hand exists and that it is as 
bad as it bas been reported to be. Many 
years ago Pennsylvania suffered from the 
outrages of the Molly Maguires until the 
careful work of brave men revealed the 
secrets of the organization, and brought 
punishment to the guilty. The Black 
Hand offers more serious difficulties. 
The strength of the Molly Maguires 


Hand is reported to exist in many states. 
In Chicago two recent attempts at extor- 
tion have come under the notice of the 
police. In one case a house was blown up 
by dynamite, in the other an attempt was 
made to burn the house. One especially 
dificult feature of the campaign against 
the Black Hand is that the recipients of 
threatening ‘letters generally elther disre- 
gard them or are so terrified that they are 


quence, the authorities know nothing 
about the threats until the injury is done.

Such organizations can be broken up 
only by clever spies. As the one purpose

The police cannot go hunting for these 
possible informers with too much noise and 
parade, but every clew should be followed 
to the end. It is high time something was 
done to put an end to this conspiracy of 
murder. The Italian immigration to the 
United States has assumed large propor- 
tions, and as most of these immigrants 
are hard working and thrifty their sav- 
ings have attracted an unduly large pro- 
portion of. the criminal classes of their 
compatriots. f

The report that 60,000 people passed 
through the gates of one of the summer 
gardens of Chicago on its first Sunday of 
the present season and that 170,000 New 
Yorkers made their way to Coney island 
under similar circumstances gives some 
idea of the increasing of 
of this kind. They are to be found every- 
where, and when the weather permits they 
are abundantly patronized, » If properly 
managed their success seems assured. ¢ 
In many they are conducted in 
close connection with transportation lines,’ 
a ride of some 9 on the trolley cars 
at a small outlay preceding the entertain- 
ment within the gates As a usual thing 
the admission charge is small, and if the 
individual desires he may watch the pass- 
ing multitude, enjoy a restful hour, and 
listen to a band concert without the ex- 
penditure of a cent beyond the carfare and 
the admission ticket. 

If he desires to be entertained he may 
find in the numerous concessions things to 
interest and amuse, The amount he has 
to spend is small. The real gain to know. 
edge is equally small. But the demand 
for amusement is satisfied under condi- 
tions which are unobjectionable. The one 
who desires to drink liquor has an oppor 
tunity, but, as a rule; service of this kind 
is unobtrusive. Where police supervision 
is good bad characters are either barred 
entirely or kept so circumspect in their 
actions as to become a@ negligible quantity. 

The variety of entertainment afforded 
in these summer gardens Is astonishing. 
The Ingenuity of man seems ever occupied 
in discovering some new form of amuse- 
ment for his fellows. At the same time 
there are familiar features which are 
common to.all places of the kind, whether 
visited in New York, Chicago, Denver, or 
San Francisto. The use of electrical de- 
vices is particularly noticeable, the ad- 
vances in this line being marvelous. 

The popularity of the gardens as shown 
in the patronage is an evidence that they 
fill a manifest need. It is quite likely that 
there are people who spend altogether too 
much time in them: There may be cases 
where the young are led astray because 
of the temptations which they offer. But 
tt is more likely that the balance sheet is 
largely in their favor, because they bring 
rest and recreation to thousands who are 
driven hard each day by the wearing rou- 
tine of existence. The indirect influence 
of artistic environment and excellent 
music is considerable. The impression ts 
sometimes abroad that. Americans are get- 
ting to be amusement mad, but when the 
strenuous life which thousands of them 
lead is recalled it is clear that much may 
said of the facilities for recreation 
which are afforded at small outlay.

POPULAR ‘HONESTY. 

Many people ha ve commented upon the 
fact that the newspaper column headed 
Lost and Found” is usually filled with 
descriptions of articles which have been 
“lost,” while the number of notes about 


things which have been “found” is rela- 


tively small. 

It is a natural explanation of this dis- 
crepancy that the loser is always the one 
who does the worrying, the finder being 
inclined to wait for the advertisement of a 


loss before he puts himself to the trouble 


of going to a newspaper office to Insert 
notice about the purse, watch charm, or 
other article which he has picked up on 
the street or from the car seat. 

There {fg reason for thinking, also, that 
many items listed as lost more prop- 
erly belong in the category stolen.“ The 
suggestion that “no questions will be 
common, indicates 
this. In such cases the advertiser hopes 
that the offer of an attractive reward or 
the appeal to sentiment contained in a 
statement that the missing article is val- 
ued because it is an heirloom, or the gift of 
a deceased parent, or has some similar 
special character may help. toward its re- 


covery. 

Making these allowances, there is yet 
room for the query whether the average 
man and woman of the present generation 
has the rugged honesty of the traditional 
past. There seems to be a growing feel- 
ing of pessimism, octen finding expression 
in the words, “ There is no use of advertis- 
0 for it. It will never be returned.“ 

ack of this pessimism is the belief that 
the distinction between mine and thine is 
no longer clearly appreciated by the aver- 
age citizen. | 

This condition of things fs particularly 
noticeable among the children and youth 
of the schools, where what is usually 
called “swiping” has attained genera! 
vogue in recent years. In the morality of 
this large class of citizens the stealing of 
articles of small value or large is regarded 
with a complacency which is alarming 
when fts extent fs noticed. It Is: not a 
long step from the toleration of such ideas 
among the youth of a few school genera- 
tious to the development of a general feel 
ing among those youth grown up that it 
is all right to keep what is found, regard- 
less of the suffering possibly experienced 
by the loser. 

A recent newspaper item recounted the 
experience of a lost and found bureau 
following the publication of a notice about 
a found purse. Claimants in large num- 
bers appeared,. one telling of the loss of 
six months’ savings, another of the sad- 
ness over the disappearance of money laid 
aside by ‘a school teacher for the needed 
nummer vacation. Varying amounts were 
mentioned as lost. But not a single one 
of the claimants was able to describe 
rightly the purse held by the bureau. Some 
of the callers were honest without doubt. 
Some of them, perhaps, hoped to prove 
ownership by a lucky guess. The number 
who called afforded some indication, per- 
haps, of the larger number who lose arti- 
cles which they never get back and for 
which they do not even advertise because 
of the prevalence of the pessimistic doubt 
already mentioned. The great majority of 
people are honest in large matters. In 
small ones there may be a carelessness. ap-

Like 0 peerages, the 
title of the earl of Huntingdon ie neither en- 


tirely clear nor uncontested. A claimant 
thereto makes his home in this country, and 
is a furniture dealer in Dean street, Brook- 
lyn, where he goes by the name of George 
Plantagenet Hastings The tenth earl of 
Huntingdon died a little over a hundred years 
ago without male issue, the estates passing 
Into the possession of his sister, countess of 
Moira, through whom they passed by mar- 
riage into the ownership of the earls of Lou- 
doun, who now hold them. 

The earldom of Huntingdon remained in 
abeyance for about twenty years, when a 
claim was put forward to it by a grand-uncle 
of the furniture dealer in Brooklyn. He was 
a relatively poor man, and it required a con- 
siderable amount of money to carry on the 
legal proceedings necessary to recover pos- 
session of the peerage in England. In his 
case it Involved the obtaining of certified 
copies of marriage, birth, and death certifi- 
cates in parishes all over the united kingdom, 
proving his direct descent from Sir ge 
Plantagenet Hastings, younger protner of 

fifth earl, who died as far Mek as 1g.

The countess of Moira, helrese of the Hunt- 
fngdon estates, fearing that if the claimant 
proved his title to thé earldom he might de- 
mand likewise possession of the extensive es- 
tates, resolved to put up a rival claimant to 
the earldom, and to pay all the expenses lu 
connection with the proving of his descent, 
on the stipulation that he should leave her 
in undisturbed possession of the estates, The 
countess’ husband, the earl of Moira, was one 
of the most influential members of the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords, 
which had to sit in judgment upon the ques- 
tion. Hence it is not surprising that the com- 
mittee, fin iteelf confronted by Lady 
Moira’s candidate, who had all his papers 
ready to prove his descent from the second 
earl of Hastings, should have pronounced 
judgment in his favor, ignoring the claims 
of the pretender, who, as stated above lacked 
the means to obtain the various documents 
needed to show his descent from the younger 
brother ofthe fifth earl, The defeated claim- 
ant, disappointed, and having spent all his 
means in endeavoring to push his claims, 
came to this country along with his — 
brother, and ft is the latter’s grandson who 
today is the representative of the rights 
which he possessed to the earldom of Hunt- 
ingdon. 

It must be understood thoroughly that were 
the furniture dealer in Brookiyn able today 
to prove to the satisfaction of the house of 
lords his title to the earldom of Huntingdon, 
it would be at the bést @ barren honor. For, 
according to a law passed during the reign 
of Queen Victoria, after estates have been 
in the possession of a family fora certain 
length of time they no longer can be recov- 
ered by process of law, even though the 
original title of the holder is defective. The 
successful claimant lived more or less as a 
dependeat on the bounty of his patroness, 
the countess of Moira, and it is his great- 
grandson who is the present earl of Hunt- 
ingdona.

Methodists in the United States may be in- 
terested to know that it was the wife of the 
ninth earl of Huntingdon who was one of the 
principal supporters of the Methodist com- 
munity of Great Britain In the eighteenth 
century. She devoted a large portion of the 
immense fortune which she possessed to the 
endowment and foundation of Methodist 
chapels throughout the united kingdom, and 
among her chaplains were George Whitefield, 
the two brothers Wesley, and Rowland Hill. 
She fought many battles with the English 
authorities on behalf of Methodism, which 
in those days used to be known es Lady 
Huntingdon’s connexion.” 

The present Lord and Lady Huntingdon 
make their home at Sharavogue, in the heart 
of King’s county, Ireland; and the mansion 
is a typical home of the modern Nimrod, the 
walls being covered with every variety of 
whip, singlesticks, foils, and boxing gloves. 
Stags’ heads, fox masks and brushes, skins 
and heads of bears, lions. and other big game 
killed by the earl in the Rocky mountains 
and central Africa likewise are to be found 
decorating the rooms. In the coach houses 
are several American buggies, which are a 
favorite form of conveyance of Lord Hunt- 
ingdon, and in the extensive grounds ther 
is a big race course and a splendid polo 
ground,

S2NSIBLE EDITORIAL. 

{From the Chicago Record- Herald. May 15.) 
There are so many angles to the drainage, 
hydro-electric power, and deep waterway 
project that all these schemes should receive 
the most serious consideration and the most 
searching investigation. 

The Smeikal bill, which has been passed by 
both houses, is a revenue measure affecting 
the entire drainage district. It doubles the 
tax levy by increasing the maximum to 1 
per cent, abolishes the bond limit of $20,000,- 
000, and makes it possible for the drainage 
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board to issue bonds to the limit of 5 per 


cent of the value of taxable property within 
the district. It is figured that from these 
two sources the board would get a big addi- 
tion to its treasury. 

When the question is asked what Is to be 
done with the money, a tabulated statement 
is presented, as follows:

Now, it ts obvious that this statement 
should make Chicago taxpayers pause anu 
think. The main channel, wnere wicir chief 
interest Hes, seems to gain little directly from 
the ‘distribution. Calumet gets the lion's 
share, and they keep at their usual work of 
paying the Dills. For all but a small per- 
centage of the cost will fall upon the older 
parts of the city. It should be demonstrated, 
therefore, that they will be benefited in pro- 
portion, that the expenditure will be a wise 
one for them, and certainly all the objections 
that have been raised in their behalf have 
not been met, 

Points made for the plan as a whole are 
that it would provide funds to secure the 
increased flow that is necessary for the lake 
to gulf scheme and to develop water power, 
and that it would help purify the water sup- 
ply. Attention Is also called to the fact that 
the water power may be made a revenue 
producer. 

But the objectors urge that relief for the 
suburbs could be obtained at a much smaller 
expenditure of money, that the enlargement 
of parts of the main channel would be a 
much more sensible way of protecting the 
health of the city, and that the costly Calu- 
met adjunct is rather harmful than helpful 
in the matter of the deep waterway. It is 
also pointed out that the sanitary experts of 
the federal government have condemned the 
scheme and advocated a different method of 
disposing of the Calumet sewage. 

All things considered, therefore, it le too 
much to expect that the Chicago taxpayer 
will relish this program. And it is not hard 
to understand why he should earnestly de- 
nounce it as grossly unfair to himself and 
unwise from the public standpoint.

Illinois Oil Investment $15,000,000. 

The oil belt in southeastern Illinois is being 
steadily developed, according to Frank M. 
Lester, who is interested in the Indiana and 
Illinois oil fields: Speaking of the industry 
yesterday, he said: 

“The Indiana oil fielde are practically exð - 
hausted. They are twenty years old. Mean- 
while, development in Illinois is steady. The 
first oil well wae drilled about three years 
ago, near Westfield, in Clark county. Active 
development, however, began in the latter 
part of 1006. The oil field is about sixty 
miles long and two and one-half miles wide. 
Already there has been invested probably 
$16,000,000, and the dall youtput ie 50,000 
bris.. The grade of ot is not so high as the 
Indiana oil. The Illinois oil is worth 8c a 
bri. The value of the daily output is, there- 
fore, substantially $34,000.. About 400 drills 
are working daily. The total expense of 
drilling and equipment averages about $3,500 
a well, as against $1,250 in Indiana. The 
large cost, of the Illinois well is due to the 
fact that more casing is required.

FINDS CLERKS’ FEES ILLEGAL. 


Judge Dicker, in Municipal Court, Holds 
Against Collection of Money for 
Judgment Transcripts. 


A decision of importance to litigants in 
the Circuit court was rendered yesterday aft- 
ernoon when Judge Dicker of the Municipal 
court declared that the practice of the clerks 
of the court in collecting fees for the trans- 
scribing of judgments for the use of attor- 
neys or the parties in the case had no legal 
sanction save the toleration it has enjoyed 
during the last twenty years. 

The dispute arose when William T. Dicker- 
man, the attorney for J. L. Bartlett & Son, 
a real estate firm at 5126 State street, was 
forced to pay a fee of $6 to Joseph Bidwill 
Jr., clerk of the Circuit court, for the tran- 
scribing of a judgment. Bartlett, thinking 
the fee too high, appealed to one of the 
judges on the Circuit court bench, who ad- 
| vised him to seek redress by bringing the 
matter before the Municipal court. 

Dickerman later learned there was no 
statute requiring the payment of such fees, 
and in the name of his client began suit 
against Bidwill for the recovery of the $6 
and $100 damages Before the case was 
called, however, the attorneys agree to dis- 
miss the sult for damages. County Attorney 
Lewis admitted that there was no statute 
enabling the collection of the fees in ques- 
tion.

OFFICIALS ROUSED BY DELAY 
IN DEARBORN STREET BRIDGE. 


Mayor Busse Says Contractors Failing 
to Finish Work on Time Will Get 


The delay in building the Dearborn street 
bridge caused Mayor Busse to announce yes- 
terday that city contractors who did not com- 
plete their work on time would get no more 
city work. 

The Dearborn street bridge should have 
been completed Feb. 1. It is not ready yet 
and will not be until September. Continued 
protests against the delay impelled the mayor 
to declare: 

* So far as the bridge is concerned the city 
is powerless. That work is being done by the 
sanitary district, but it seems to be the rule 
that all public work is delayed and neglected 
by the contractors. Penalties cannot be en- 
forced because it is the law that a penalty for 
delay in a contract must carry with it a pre- 
mium for finishing work ahead of time, and 
the city is barred from agreeing to pay such 
premiums, 

“I have taken the matter up with Commis- 
sioner Hanberg. however, and Corporation 
Counsel Brundage has advised us that a. 
contractor who does not do his work on time 
can be classed as irresponsible, and the law 
gives the city the right to throw out all bids 
by irresponsible bidders.“
